RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 7th December 1962 

N. 7 / 1 ( 1 ) / 62 -EP(Eng-g). —The Government of India have decided to set up an 
Export Promotion Committee for Engineering, Chamicals and Plastic Goods at 
Madras. The functions of this Committee will be:— 

(a) To act as a channel of communication between the Government of 

India and the exporting interests in the Southern Region compris¬ 
ing the States of Madras, Mysore, Andhra Pradesh. Kerala, includ¬ 
ing Pondicherry, Karikal, Mahe, Yanam, Laccadive, Minicoy & Amin- 
divi islands, so as to facilitate the discussion of problems facing the 
exports of engineering, chemicals and plastic goods; 

(b) to make recommendations regarding the best means and methods of 

expanding exports of engineering, chemicals and plastic goods from 
that region; 

(c) to promote interest among Indian manufacturers in the Southern 

region in the expansion of the sales overseas; and 

(d) to maintain close liaison in the matter of export promotion with the 

Export Promotion Councils and other bodies in the country connected 
with promotion of exports of engineering, chemicals and plastic 
goods from India 

Whilst it will be the function of the Committee to make recommendations on 
the above subjects, it will be appreciated, that the recommendations must be 
consistent with the general policies regarding foreign trade laid down from 
time to time by the Government of India

3. The Committee shall have powers to appoint Sub-Committees and Panels 
of experts to deal with special problems or group of problems in regard to the 
development of export of engineering, chemicals and plastic goods. 

4. The Committee shall lay down its own rules of procedure. 

5. The Committee shall meet once a month not only at Madras (its headquar¬ 
ters) but at other important industrial centres in the Southern region also. 

6. The Committee is constituted for a term of two years.

ORDERED that a copy of this Resolution be communicated to all State Govern¬ 
ments concerned, the Chief Commissioner of Pondicherry etc. 

ORDERED also that the Resolution be published in the Gazette of India for 
general information.
